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President  Obama: 
Presidency  Has  Deepened 
His  Faith

WASHINGTON  (ABP)  -  President  Obama  told  a 
National  Prayer  Breakfast  gathering  in  early  February 
that  his  Christian  faith  has  deepened  during  his  first 
two  years  in  office. 

"The  presidency  has  a  funny  way  of  making  a  per- 
son feel  the  need  to  pray,"  Obama  said  to  laughter  at  the 
traditional  prayer  breakfast  that  dates  to  the  days  of 
President  Eisenhower.  "  Abe  Lincoln  said,  as  many  of 
you  know,  'I  have  been  driven  to  my  knees  many  times 
by  the  overwhelming  conviction  that  I  had  no  place  else 
to  go. 

Obama,  whose  relationship  with  his  former  pastor, 
Jeremiah  Wright,  became  an  issue  during  his  cam- 
paign, said  he  did  not  grow  up  in  a  particularly  reli- 
gious family.  "My  father,  who  I  barely  knew  —  I  only 
met  once  for  a  month  in  my  entire  life  ~  was  said  to  be 
a  non-believer  throughout  his  life,"  he  said. 

"My  mother,  whose  parents  were  Baptist  and 
Methodist,  grew  up  with  a  certain  skepticism  about 
organized  religion,  and  she  usually  only  took  me  to 
church  on  Easter  and  Christmas  —  sometimes,"  he  said. 
Despite  that,  Obama  described  his  mother  as  "one  of 
the  most  spiritual  people  that  I  ever  knew." 

Her  "instinctive"  following  of  the  Golden  Rule  and 
Midwestern  values,  he  said,  fostered  in  him  a  sense  of 
the  dignity  of  all  people  and  the  imperative  of  living  an 
ethical  life.  Obama  said  Baptist  leaders  in  the  Civil 
Rights  Movement  including  Martin  Luther  King  Jr. 
helped  inspire  him  to  become  involved  as  a  communi- 
ty organizer  for  a  group  of  churches  on  the  Southside 
of  Chicago. 

"And  it  was  through  that  experience  working  with 
pastors  and  laypeople  trying  to  heal  the  wounds  of  hurt- 
ing neighborhoods  that  I  came  to  know  Jesus  Christ  for 
myself  and  embrace  Him  as  my  Lord  and  Savior," 
Obama  said. 

Polls  indicate  that  between  one  fifth  and  one  fourth 
of  Americans  wrongly  believe  that  Obama  is  a  Muslim, 
and  the  number  appears  to  be  growing.  The  president 
told  the  prayer  gathering  that  when  he  and  his  wife  hear 
their  faith  questioned,  "We  are  reminded  that  ultimate- 
ly what  matters  is  not  what  other  people  say  about  us, 
but  whether  we're  being  true  to  our  conscience  and  true 
to  our  God."

it  is  the  multi-faceted  concerns  of  the  HK 
on  J  rally. 

Sponsored  by  the  North  Carolina 
National  Association  for  the 
Advancement  of  Colored  People  and  a 
coalition  of  over  100  organizations,  the 
rally  aimed  to  bring  a  variety  of  issues 
before  the  state  legislature,  but  the  main 
focus  in  2011  was  the  Wake  County 
School  Board  decision  to  replace  eco- 
nomic diversity  as  the  method  of  school 
assignment  to  neighborhood  schools  -  a 
move  many  see  as  a  resegregation  of  the 
schools. 

Shaw  became  a  natural  launching  point 
for  the  march,  not  simply  for  its  location 
in  relation  to  the  legislative  buildings, 
but  because  of  its  long  history  in  provid- 
ing educational  opportunities  for  those 
who  had  been  shut  out  from  higher  edu- 
cation. 

Shaw  was  not  simply  the  first 
Historically  Black  College  and 
University  founded  in  the  south,  but  also 
the  first  to  have  coed  dorms.  It  broadened 
academic  offerings  for  young  black  men 
seeking  a  college  education,  but  also  for 
young  black  women  who  were  seeking 
an  education  of  any  kind. 

National  NAACP  President  Benjamin 
Todd  Jealous  acknowledged  the  place  of 
Shaw  in  history.  "You  know  Shaw  was 
where  the  freedom  struggle  started  in  the 
60s  with  the  desegregation  movement 
and  the  sit  in  movement." 

He  said  of  the  event  and  current  lobby- 
ing efforts,  "We  are  unfortunately  fight- 
ing an  attempt  to  turn  clock  back  fifty 
years.  The  way  that  you  make  your  coun- 
try better  is  to  keep  building  on  your  suc- 
cesses, not  tear  them  down." 

He,  and  many  in  the  crowd,  repeated 
the  slogan  of  the  HK  on  J  movement, 
"Forward  together.  Backwards  never." 

The  crowd,  which  included  Shaw  stu- 
dents, as  well  as  people  from  around  the 
state  -  and  even  the  nation  -  marched 
peacefully  to  the  state  legislative  build- 
ing and  listened  to  a  variety  of  speakers  - 
most  focused  on  the  Wake  County  school 
assignment  issue. 

The  fight  for  education  equality  con- 
tinues today  -  and  Shaw  has  taken  part  in 
the  struggle  for  146  years.

Youth  Leadership  Development  Academy: 
Preparing  Tomorrow's  Leaders  Today

While  most  teens  are  sleeping  in  or  high  school  students  a  unique  opportuni- 
engaged  in  their  favorite  video  games,  a  ty  to  gain  the  skills  they  needed  to 
group  of  Martin  Street  teens  are  up  early  increase  their  potential  for  educational, 
one  Saturday  each  month,  assembled  in  economic  and  social  success.  To  this  end, 

he  assembled  a  steering 
committee  that  included 
individuals  with  diverse 
backgrounds  in  educa- 
tion, government  and  the 
corporate  world. 
Together,  this  team 
developed  the  program's 
curriculum  and  the 
Academy  launched  on 
October  2. 

The  Academy  pro- 
gram is  designed  around 
a  twoyear  cycle  and

phase  of  the  program  will  be  devoted  to 
instruction.  Students  will  explore  topics 
such  as  communication,  health  and  well- 
ness, money  management,  critical  think- 
ing, planning  and  organization,  goal  set- 
ting and  cultural  awareness. 

The  next  phase  of  the  program  will 
focus  on  building  relationships  between 
participants  and  adults  who  will  enhance 
their  education  and  training,  guide  them 
in  their  career  paths,  and  help  them  build 
networks.  Students  who  have  successful- 
ly completed  the  instructional  phase  and 
have  established  mentoring  relationships 
and  networks  may  also  be  given  opportu- 
nities to  serve  as  leaders  to  younger  acad-
